The public examination before Cor-

The interest created at the 
opening session last week, together 
with rumors of startling disclosures to 
come, succeeded in completely filling 
the space outside the rail in the com- 
mon council chamber and the hall and 
stan-ways with citizens of all classes, 
mostly colored, and inside the rail with 
prominent business and professional 
men, long before tho coroner and Mr. 
Calvin, the examining counsel, wero in 
their places. A funereal stillness pcr- 
vaded,giving the impression that some- 
thing awful was about to take place, 
but after a few witnesses had been 
questioned and dismissed this feeling 
was changed to tedious impatience. 
There was no thinning out of the audi- 
ence, .however, and the vaiious testi- 
monies were taken with less interfe- 
rence by noise than _was reasonable to 
expect.

Cleopatra's Needle, the Kgyptian 


obelixk at Central Park, New York, is 
found to bo rapidly crumbling away 
under the itilluouce of our American 
clinmto. For 4,0000 yearn - the needle 
suffered comparatively little change in 
the dry. warm air of Egypt, but though 
it has been in America only five years, 
there are already unmistakable signs 
of its serious decay. Fragments of 
stone are found scattered at the base of 
the needle, and flakes an inch or more 
in length can readily be picked oil with 
the lingers. On the eastern side of the 
monolith there is a fissure three feet in 
length, and sufficiently wide to admit 
the insertion of a knife blade for a dis- 
tance of two or three inches. A finer 
crevice extends to a much greater 
depth. The vein containing the fis- 
sure can be traced to the south and 
west sides. Should this largo frag- 
ment split off, the obelisk would un- 
doubtedly fall. Those indications have 
led the Park Hoard to consider means 
for its artilicial preservation. 
Prof. 


Doremus strongly recommends the use 
of paruttine, which is not affected by 
the atmosphere, and has the advantage 
of being impervious to moisture. The 
stone would bo warmed at its surtacc, 
in order that it should absorb tlie melt- 
ed paraflino more readily. This treat- 
ment would make the stone somewhat 
darker, but; brighter, and nearer tho 
color of the original - syenite.

very dollars; Chief of the fcuvermuenl 
detective service, Brooks, and our loca 
detective corps, put their la-ads togeth- 
er and one day tills weekanesfed oiu 
Italian friend and his four visitors be- 
fore the latter hat} time .to gi>t out of 
tho wagon in which they had uomu fron: 
their quiet home four miles out in the 
country to market. Their stock in tradi 
consisted of very mueh coin bearing tho 
stamp of '75 and '70, and the imitation, 
was so perfect as to indicate that skill- 
ed workmen had a hand in the coining.

The Pacific Wheat Crop. 


Estimates have been made from time 


to time of the quantity of wheat in Cal- 
ifornia this year available for export to 
Europe. These estimates have ranged 
nil the way from 600,000 to 1,300,000 short 
tons, including tyie wheat carried over 
last year. Tho Produce Exchange in 
order to settle the matter, determined 
to have an official stock taken, some- 
thing that has never before been done 
at this time of tho year. The result is 
as follows: Required for consumption 
and seed, 200,000 tons; exports to China 
and Central American countries, 70,- 
000; to carry over to next year, 40,000. 
This would leave, including Oregon 
•wheat received up to October 10,305,000 
short tons available for exports to Eu- 
rope. 


The amount of surplus wheat in Ore- 


gon and Washington Territory on the 
first of October was 470,000 tons. Of 
this there were 140,000 tons in western 
-Oregon and 350,000 tons in eastern Ore- 
.gon aud Washington Territory. These 
figures are only estimated, but the re- 
sult so far shows them to be conserva- 
tive. The Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
tion Company brought to Portland 
from eastern Oregon and Washington 
Territory between July 1 and Septem- 
ber 30, 74,000 tons. The receipts this 
mouth so far have been 30,000 tons 
.and will roach 40,000 tons for tho month. 
The railway people are firm in the be- 
lief that they will bring down 400,000 
before the1 first of next July. Should 
these figures* be verified, the surplus 


• for the entire northwest coast will be 


340,000 tons. 


New Hampshire Fire Insurance. 


[From the Boston Jtecord.] 


If there is money in fire insurance in 


New Hampshire under the new law, 
Lome capital and enterprise are going 
to get it. Two mutual companies, or- 
ganized since the law went into opera- 
tion, are in full swing, two stock com- 
panies begin to write policies next 
month, and others of both sorts are or- 
ganizing through the State. 


In case the new law is found to work 


comfortably, the haste with which the 
foreign companies withdrew will not 
be so much of a rebuke to the legisla- 
ture as it was intended. And the dread- 
ful thought arises that the law may ac- 
tually be imitated in other States! 


Menhaden Fishery. 


The Nauticalj Gazette says: 
"The 


demaifd for menhaden as a fertilizer 
greatly on the decline, owing to the 
largo amount of .ammoniates manufac- 
tured, and the great competition in that 
industry. This will bear hardly on tho 
menhaden fishery business, and if the 
decline continues in the ratio indicated 
by our figures, it will eventually die 
out, or be brought to the unremunera- 
tivo point. The number of factories 
engaged in manufacturing fish fertili- 
zers last year was 52, against 07 in 1882, 
and 78 in 1883, and the capital invested 
in the business has shrunk from nearly 
three millions in ISS'2, to one-half that 
amount in 1884.

Foreign odors, good or bad, arc taken could take a tub of the ordinary 


into milk iu the air breathed by milk- manufactured in Chicago and 
t>y 
giving cows. An account was recently 
published of milk being spoiled by being 
saturated with the odor of onions, from 
tethering a cow to the leeward of an 
ouion patch. Again, twelve cows, in 
passing to and from their pasture, were 
subjected to the scent of a dead calf ly- 
ing twenty rods from the.lane through 
which they traveled. The exposure to 
this tainted air did not exceed one min- 
ute to each passage, and yet these ani- 
mals inhaled infection enough to make 
their milk offensive, and to nearly spoil, 
for cheese making, tbe inilk of eignty- 
five cows-with which their milk was 
mixed. When the cause was discover- 
ed, the complete burial of the calf ter- 
minated the effect. 


In several instances it is known that 
1 cheese was materially injured in cheese 


factories, from the cows of one of the 
dairies inhaling air scented from dead 
calves lying about the barn in a state of 
decay. Foul air is one of the readiest 
modes of contaminating milk. It will 
injure milk sooner than bad food. What 
is taken into the stomach may be, and 
often is, to a large extent neutralized 
by digestion, but infection taken into 
the lungs is at once, and without change, 
forced into circulation. 


There is no surer way of befouling 


milk than by forcing cows to .breathe 
the confined air of their stables, satu- 
rated with tbe fumes of their perspira- 
tion and excrement. The consequence 
of breathing such odors is so plain that 
it should not be permitted for one mo- 
ment. The assumption so commonly 
made that the milk absorbs the scent 
after it is drawn is doubtless one of the 
prominent causes. Dairymen should 
appreciate the fact that if they are to

liave pnre-smelling and pure-flavored 
jnilk when their cows are in the barn, 
they must contrive to keep the odors of 
the stahle from the nostrils of their 
cows, and give them pure air to breathe. 
Hurrying the milk out of the barn may 
be a good thing to do, but it will not re- 
move the common cause and frequent 
occurrence of stable odors in tho milk.

As a rule, one attack of these diseases 


confers immunity from a subsequent at- 
tack. A like immunity from certain in- 
fectious diseases is conferred by inocu- 
lation bv a modified virus of the same. 
So, vaccination, which gives a modified 
form of small-pox, generally protects 
against tbe violent form. 


Pasteur, of France, explains such phe- 
nomena by supposing that the first at- 
tack exhausts some substance ;in the 
patient essential to the development of 
the mfcroscopic parasites which cause 
the disease; and that those who are born 


may lose this fertility by the exhaus- 
tion of a single element of the soil; 
while other lands are naturally without 
this element, and hence unable to grow 
them. This is the exhaustion theory.

into broth, furnish material for the

Thc antidote theory is advocated by 


Klebs of Germany .and Klein of Eng- 
land. According to this, during the 
first attack some chemical substance is 
produced which is antagonistic to the 
infectious parasite or germ, and -which 
remains in the body of the animal and 
prevents the subsequent development 
of .the latter; this chemical substance 
exists naturally in such as are insuscep- 
tible to the disease. The proof against 
this is essentially the same as that 
against the exhaustion theory. Blood 
from the veins of animals characterized 
by immunity does not kill the infectious 
germs purposely introduced into it Be- 
sides, the poisons thus generated must 
be supposed to remain in the veins for 
many years, or for life; while we know 
that accidental poisons, if not mortal, 


future use, while on their tables will be 
found the contents of some last year's 
jar, not in first class condition, but 
must bo enton to be saved; so the fresh 
fruit is stored away to be kept till it too 
has lost its crispness and aroma.

Henry Simpson,, jr. D., of tlie Man- 


chester Royal Infirmary, in a lecture 
delivered before the sanitary associa- 
tion of that city, says:—"Without prop- 
er care of the body the cultivation of 
the intellect is of little use; and you 
should remember that nothing is more 
valuable to your daughters than a 
knowledge of simple, economical meth- 
ods of preparing food, so that it shall 
be wholesome and pleasant; and help 
to build up a sound body—the best cas- 
ket fop a sound mind." 


It does not require deep or profound 


study to know how to cook good nutri- 
tious food; but it does require .1 lavish 
use of common sense to know how to 
get them on the table in order, aud to 
diversify the bill of fare, and keep up 
an appetizing variety.

I mention this because 
although it may not an^rnr verv won- 
derful to thft layman, it is indeed a mar- 
vel to one who has observed occasions 
like this, and particularly when it is 
considered that the college from the 
moment its foundation was first an- 
nounced was ridiculed by some naval 
officers and directly opposed by others. 
Tho stntemerit was wide spread that no 
interest could be aroused in its pro- 
ceedings; that graduates from Anna- 
polis were not prepared to go back to 
school, and that tbe institution was the 
idea of a lot of old grannies. Even 
such a respectable journal as tho Army 
and Xavy Journal admitted an attack 
on the incipient college, signed by an 
ex-naval officer, but notwithstanding 
liie extinguisher, it still lives.
